present?) adrniuistration than has Ikon 
' accorded to a second-rate, transient inld- 
ing-csmp ! Notwithstanding its largo and 
long continued contributions lo fhe gon- 
I'eral revenuo, Nanaimo has been loft with 
' her streets unmade, and put oft* -with pub- 
lic buildings that would scarcoly grace a 
well rogulated farm-yard. Perhaps in no 
other community is tho proportion of per- 
manent residonts larger than Nanaimo; 
few, if any are moro industrious or con- 
tribute more largely, man for mail, to- 
wards the puhlio revenue; mid yot, wo 
doubt if thero is, in tho whole Province, 
a community that has less to thank tho 
Government for. Doubtless this year 
has been an improvement on previous 
ones, in so far as tho expenditure of re- 
venue is concerned; hut, at iho same time, 
tho grants of last sosssion foil vary far bo- 
low the reasonable expectations of the 
people and tho just claims of tho place.

■Washington Territory- 

Tho following is condensed from tho 
Seattlo "Intelligencer" of yesterday: Dr. 
Lathrop, formorly of California, but re- 
cently of Seattlo, died at the latter placo. 
last weok, from a disease of long stand- 
Mr. George "W. Tew, of Kansas City. 
Missouri, has leased tho coal mines on 
Cedar Eiver, some twenty miles east of 
Seattle Tho lessee is a gentlomon named 
Georgo W. Tow, from Kansas City, Mis- 
souri. The property is let for a torni 
of ninety-nine years, fortho sum of $2,500 
down, and the further sums of $2,000 on 
tho 1st of July 1873, §9,000 on tho 1st of 
July 1874, and 80,000moro one year there- 
after, making, altogether, the sum of S-i2.- 
500. Mr. Tow paid ovor tho ilrst instal- 
ment of .52,1300, and left for Missouri.

Whilo par- 
leying with the Chief. Scarefacod Charley, 
the latter fired at the Major and missed 
him. The Major retaliated by shooting 
tho Chief dead. A battle then commenc- 
ed. One soldier aud" two civilians wore 
killed ami four soldiers wounded. Fif- 
teen Indiana were killed, nnd all the wo- 
men and children captured. The warrio-s 
took to the hills, but returned in the af- 
ternoon nnd resumed tho lighting which, 
at last accounts, was continuing, the 
the whites boing outnumbered . The In- 
dians commenced to murder tho settlers 
who are fleeing for their lives. Volun- 
teers aro being called out.

Captain Houghton. 

Tho continnod absence of information 
about Cnpt. Houghton lias given riso to 
very serious apprehension respecting his 
safety. Mr. John Mar-wick arrived from 
the Mainland by tho steamer Enterprise 
on Saturday, having Capt. Houghton's 
liorso in charge. From Mr. Marwick wo 
have obtained tho following particulars: 
Upon learning that Col. Robertson — Ross 
bad arrived overland from the East. Capt. 
Houghton resolved to hasten to Victoria 
to moot him! Sending his own horse out 
, via Kamloops and Cache Creek, be was to 
havo started for Hopo from Mr. Allison's, 
on tho 17th November. Taking a horse 
from Allison's ho proposed riding as far and 
as fast as possible, and when the snow be- 
came too deep to ride, taking to bis snow- 
shoes. Those familiar with the route tell 
us that four days ought to havo sufficed 
in which to reach Hopo. In Bum liter the 
journey can easily be accomplished in 
2 days; -1 days would have brought him to 
Hope by tho 21st; yet on the 27th no tid- 
ings of Capt. Houghton has reached either 
Hope or Yale; although ho was to havo 
left instructions at the)latter place respect- 
ing bis horse. Of course, it is possible 
that, encountering more snow on the 
mountains than ho expected, Capt. Hough- 
ton may havo turned back, but it is also 
painfully possible that, urged on by an 
eagor desire to reach Victoria in time to 
moot Col. Robertson — Ross, ho may havo 
perished in tho snows of Hopo Mountain. 
Unload tho next steamer from tho Main- 
land should bring soino tidings of tho 
missing gentleman, it would seem proper 
that inquiry should bo mado into the mat- 
tor. 

Death, of Horace Greeley 

The news of tho death of Horico Groo- 
loy will create a profound feeling of re- 
gret wherever received. As one of tho 
earliest and most consistent Anti-Slavery 
men in tho TJnitod States, he took tho 
English speaking world by surprise when 
it was known, last summer, that ho had 
intrigued for and secured the Democratic 
nomination for President. 

Tho death of his wife, his overwhelm- 
ing defeat in tho Into political contest, 
and tho alienation of many lifelong friends, 
soom to have preyed upon his mind un- 
til it gavo way and death ensued. Mr. 
Greeley was a forcible writer and :v shrewd 
politician. Ho commenced life as a prin- 
ter's boy and left it tho ablest editor 
America'has yet produced. His ago was 
62. 

— 

Mns. Fair as a roisoxuit.— Are wc ne- 
ver to hear tho last of the iufamous Mrs. 
Fair ? Tho San Francisco papers contain 
accounts of tho disclosure of a plot al- 
loged to have been concocted by this vile 
woman, while in prison awaiting her 
trial, to take i-ho lifo of Judge Dwindle of 
the District Court. It is stated that her 
meals were brought to her by a Swede or 
Dane known as Frank. Him she induced 
by much wheedling io engage to poi- 
son tho Judge. Tho plan was hers and 
the execution to be his. Ho was to ac- 
complish tho diabolical purpose by put- 
ting poison into the food of the Judge, 
at a place where tho lattor sometimes 
took refreshments. Tho poison was ob- 
tained, but tho opportunity for its uso 
did not present itself. She next suggest- 
ed that ho should go to Judge Dwinelle's 
residence and ring the bell, and when tho 
servant carao to tho door he would bo 
shown into tho sitting room, whore she 
said, apparantly familiar with tho pro- 
mises, there was a sideboard witli liquors 
on it in which tho fatal drug might be de- 
posited. Frank finally resolved not to do 
tho horrible deed, and bo and Mrs. Fair 
afterwards quarreled. Some months later 
ho was taken ill and thinking he was go- 
ing to dio, he made a confestion of tho 
whole matter. He has recovered and still 
asserts tho truthfulness of tho story. 

"Ax Indion-itt to Oub Fi-ag." — Under 
this heading E. S. Koarnny, TJ. S. Mar- 
shall, Washington Territory, writes to tho 
Pugot Sound "Couribf" to say that 
after tho company of British troops who 
have been stationed at San Juan Island 
wore taken away from tho post on Mon- 
day last; after tho men were on board the 
vessel and everything mado ready for 
thoir departure, Capt. Catron, of the Ma- 
rine Service, sent an officer with a small 
detachment of marines on shorn, with 
orders to cut down the llagsti fl', saying 
that "no damned Yankee Jlag should ever 
float from that stalf." In reply to this 
slander wo have to stato that thero is no 
officer of the name of Catron attached to 
tho Marine or any oth^r sjrvico in this 
portion of II. M. possessions. The "gal- 
lant" Marshal has boon sadly hoaxed.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Europe. 

New YobK, Nov. 28 — Specials from 
Washington says that information has 
boon received there that owing to tho 
disturbed stato of Franco tho Gorninu 
Government has ordered an increase 
of rates for emigrants from Gorman 
cities as a measure of self protection. 
Tho German Minister at Washington 
is about to acquaint President Grant 
of tho occasion of the German prohi- 
bition. The Gorman Minister regard- 
ed it as posBiblo that thero would bo 
war between Germany and Franco, 
and that ho had official advices that 
his Crovornmont apprehended trouble. 

Paris, Nov. 21. — Tho Governor of 
Paris has supprossod tho Radical jour- 
nal "Lallosurrection." 

The situation at Varsailles is un- 
changed. Each party proposes its own 
solution of the difficulty. No two of 
them havo yot been ablo to adopt a 
common lino of policy. Tho President 
awaits the action of' ihe Assombly. 
Meantime tho crisis continues. 

Paris, Nov. 25.— Tho Right Wing of 
tho National Assombly 1ms selected 
Gen. Changamier for President, should 
Thiers resign. 

Tho political situation is gloomy. It 
is unlikely the difference, botwoon 
the President and tho Assombly can bo 
arranged. 

Paius, Nov. 25. — Tho committeo on 
addressos havo completed their report. 
They propose immediately to nominate 
a Select Committeo of fifteon to draw 
up a bill providing for tho creation of 
a responsible Ministry. They declare 
a reply to tho President's Mossego un- 
necessary. Theirs declares tho report 
suggests no solution of tho constitu- 
tional question, mid a minority of tho 
committee favorable to tho President 
havo resolved to disperse. The report 
of tho majority which completed the 
rupture between Thiers and the Bight, 
causes anxiety in political circlos. La 
Soria advises the President to rotort in 
his noxt message. Tho majority of 
Right is disposed to accopt Thiers' 
resignation, if tendered, and appoint 
General Changarnior dictator, with 
Due Do Boglie, Baltby and Des Jar- 
dins in tho Cabinet. 

Paris, Nov, 26. — Tho diffcrenco be- 
tween the -Executive and Legislative 
Departments of tho Government con- 
tinue, Tho situation is very serious. 

London, Nov. 2G. — Dispatchos from 
Paris say tho Radical journals violent- 
ly declare a terriblo revolution will fol- 
low the overthrow of tho Government 
of Thiers. Tho same journals accuse 
tho Legitimists and Imperialists of 
having formed a coalition for tho down- 
fall of the present Government. 

Gen, Changarnior is also charged 
with aiming to secure power. 

Home, Nov. 2L — Tho meeting of 
Radicals called for to-day having boen 
prohibited, trouble was anticipated, 
Troops were posted yosterday in the 
principal squares and at' all strong 
points in the city. Tho Radicals have 
as yet mado no organized attempt to 
resist Government orders and the cny 
this morning is quiet: Last night some 
arrests were made of disorderly per- 
sons, but with these- exceptions no dis- 
turbance occurod. 

London, Nov. 24. — Tho condition of 
the King of Spain is gradually impro- 
ving. 

Admiral Alden left Madrid Friday 
evening for Carthngona,' whonco 
tho American fleet was to sail yesterday 
for Nice. 

Telegraphic wires between Barcolo- 
nia and Saragossa aro again cut. 

A band of armed republicans appear 
od in tho vicinity of Arios^do la Front- 
enu in Ar.dalusia. 

Tha insurrection organization in tho 
Provinco of Valencia is dissolvod, and 
troops are in pursuit of a band near 
Medina Ladonia. 

London, Nov. 26.— The storm to-day 
prostrated tho telegraph lines in many 
places, Much damago is dono on the 
coast. 

London, Nov. 25. — Dispatches from 
all points describe tho ga'es in the 
English Channel on Saturday last 
as terrific. Many vessels were wrecked 
and tho loss of life in considerable. 

A dispatch from Homo to the 'Echo' 
says: Five persons prominently con- 
cocted with tho movement to hold a 
Radical meeting in that city wero yes- 
terday arrested and will bo tried upon 
a charge of high treason. 

A pasefiUed witliOrsini bombs des- 
tined for Rome was soized by the police 
at tho railway station at Leghorn. 

Eliza Cook, the English poetess, is ill 
and recovery regarded as doubtful. 

Berlin, Nov. 21.— The Emperor 
gave audience j yesterday to Schoovin- 
futh, Bostein and other rhembersof the 
Diet. 

The Geographical socioties have given 
thoir approval to tho plan for tho metho- 
dical exploration of Africa. A committeo 
to carry out tho purpose is forming. 

Paius, Nov. 27 — Thirty members oom- 
prino tho committee to propare tho neces- 
sary reformatory constitutional measures 
in reply to Thiers' message. 

The Cabinet to-day deliberate on tho 
report of tho majority of tho Committeo 
on Address and Resolution to tho Minis- 
try. 

Thiers will attend tho Assombly to-mor- 
row, when tho report of tho majority 
comes up. 

The voto of yosterday, postpo ling the 
immediate consideration of tho report, al- 
layod the excitement. Many believe tho 
crisis is passed. 

Paris is quite quiet this morning, and 
tho Provinces aro also reported to bo 
tranquil, 

London, Nov. 2G — Queen Victoria has 
sent £2,000 to Italy for tho benefit of tho 
sufferers by tho inundations. 

Eastern States 

New Yukk, Nov. 25 — Tho "Horald"club 
this evening gave Htanley, tho discoverer 
of Livingstone, a banquet and recoption. 
T. B. Conway, maniging editor of tho 
"Ilosald," prcsidod, and among those 



present wero Dr. J. AV. Livingstone, of 
Canada, tho brother of Dr. Livingstone', 
and -Earl Cathneries, now travelling in this 
country. Stanley mado a speech referring 
to his travels iu search of Livingstone, and 
to doubts having boen thrown upon bis 
statements. 

Boston, Nov. 25— The steamship Boli- 
via arrived to-day from Liverpool, having 
on board Capt. Boll, first and second mates 
and six of tho crow of tho bark Chailes 
Ward, wrecked during the hurricane on 
tho 18th inst., on, her voyage from Que- 
bec to England. Tho remaining elovon of 
tho crew were lost.

It is 
announced that the Ohappaqna homestead 
of Greeley is to bo abandoned .by the fami- 
ly and that the property is to bo auctioned 
off to-morrow. 

Tho indisposition of Provide prevented 
his reception to-night by the Faust Club 
of Brooklyn. 

Tho Baltic arrived to-day. She had a 
vory rough passage. She brought tho 
captain and crew, 19 in number, of tho 
British ship Assyria, which was water- 
logged and abandoned on tho ilth inst. 
The crow was rescued with great difficulty 
and lost everything. 

Tho ship Egypt arrived yesterday. She 
had encountered a heavy gale on loth, and 
suffered severely. 

Tho Europe, from Glasgow, which ar- 
rived yos erday, met the same storm aud 
lay to 07 hours. 

jfrho steamship Carolina, of Baltimore, 
for Liverpool, on October 2Gth,was found 
sinking by tho bark Mayguns. Tho cap- 
tain, his wife and crew of 25, woro brought 
bore. 

St. Loms, Nov. 24— Wm. J. Foggins, 
a popular comedian at l)e Bars' Opera 
Houso, died yosterday of s.nall pox. 
Sinco May 11th thoro has been about 
130 deaths from small-pox iu this city. 

Washington, Nov. 25— United States 
vessels havo not been ordered to Zanzibar 
to co-operate with the British expedition 
against the slave trade, as 's stated in tho 
special of the New York papers. 

Gen. McDowoll is appointed Major- 
Goneral in place of Gen. Meade and is or- 
dered to tho Department of the South. 
Gen. Hancock is ordered to the Depart- 
ment of tho Atlantic. 

Paymaster Hodge, who wa* sentenced 
to ten years imprisonment on a charge of 
embezzlement, is pardoned by tho Presi- 
dent. 

Boston, Nov. 25— The steamship Bata- 
via arrived to-day from Liverpool, hav- 
ing on board Captain Bell, the first and 
second mate, and six of the crow of the 
bark Charles Hurd, which was wrecked 
during a hurricane on the 18th inst. on 
tho voyago from Quebec to England.

Portland, Nov. 29— Tho steamer G.

Tho steamer Ojiflammo sailed this af- 
ternoon with ninety passengers and a full 
cargo of freight. 

Tho bark Crasmore cleared for Queens- 
town to-day with twenty-six thousand cen- 
tals wheat. 

During a thick fog in tho Columbia the 
Emma Hayward and Channel Light col- 
lided. The upper guard, seven staterooms, 
pant rv and cook-room of the Emma Hay- 
ward wore carried away. The bark ro- 
coivod slight damage. 

California- 

San Francisco, Nov. 20 — A. C. Staun- 
ton arrived last night with his reported 
monster ruby valued at §250,000.

Ho 
brings other precious stones all valued by 
hiai at ono million dollars, Staunton 
wont to the fields with a party of four 
about two months ago.

Sho 
is under arrest.

Tho typhoon at Manilla, Oct. 12th, sunk 
the Spanish brig Geneva.

The brigs Alexander, 
Roderigo, Comoz and two others woro 
beached. Tho new steamer pier, and ubout 
200 houses wero destroyed. 

Tho Agents of tho P. M. S. S. Company 
roquiro uhippors by tho Arizona to pay 25 
per cent on invoices amounting to about 
$6,000 for towing hor into port. 

Nothing new has been developed thus 
far to-day in tho diamond matters. Gillett, 
one of the explorers of the diamond fields;

King doseribed in his roport. Parties 
most deeply interested aro concerned as 
to tho effect which tho exposure may 
have. 

San FnANCisco, Nov. 25 — A mooting of 
tho San Franeisoo and Now York Mining 
and Commercial Company was hold this 
aftornoon, at which the reports of Claronco 
King, D. D. Colton, Bust and Pry woro 
received, exposing the whole diamond 
fraud. Tho trustees adopted resolutions 
denouncing tho whole thing as the most 
gigantic fraud over attempted to bo per- 
petrated an a community, and warning 
peoplo all over tho- country to have no 
more to do with it. Ralston, of tho Bank 
of California, holds all tho stock which 
was sold, so nono will bo losers savo the 
originators of schemes of surveys and 
prospecting, and purchasers of discover- 
ios. It now appears that Arnold and his 
confederates realized about §050,000 by 
their operations. 

San Francisco, Nov. 30 — A letter from 
a man at tho diamond fields just recoived, 
states that at least 1000 men aro on tho 
grounds prospecting, A judicious silence 
is observed concerning their success. 
Counsel for tho Committeo of Enquiry 
aro investigating tho laws applicable to 
such abnormal swindles, and seem to havo 
arrived at ono conclusion — that the offenco 
ranks as a misdemeanor — not as felony. 
Photographs of somo of tho gems have 
boon taken for thoir owners. 

Henry Janin, in corroboration of Clar- 
ence King's roport on diamond deposits 
in Ruby Gulch and other places, says in 
his ropori, that innumerable tests showed 
that the gems had been placed where thoy 
wero found. Thoy picked them up on 
bare rocks and in prepared gravel. Ho 
concludes by calling tho entire sehemo an 
audacious fraud. Sovoral gentlemen hero 
have largo interests. W. J. Norris $10,- 
000; J. Bosenfield, 829,000; M. Gillett, 
§10,000; and tho members of tho Board of 
Trade 84.0,000 each. None of tho stock 
allotted sinco Mr. Ralston became trea- 
surer has boen delivered to purchasers. 
It is Btated that offorts will bo mado to- 
night to bring tho guilty parties, who- 
over thoy may bo, to justico. Tho ex- 
pose has caused a profound sensation of 
doubt, disgust and indignation in the 
community. Gen. Colton statos that they 
mado ninoty-throo examinations of ground 
in and around tho holes whore Arnold 
found diamonds for Janin last spring, and 
that in no instanco was a single gem 
found by them. He asserts that nature 
could no moro have put diamonds on tho 
bare rocks whore he found them than he 
could toss a marble from this city to the 
top of Bunker Hill monument. Other 
persons, Staton amongst them, just ro- 
turned, insist upon tho genuineness of 
thoir disc6veries,>and assort that people 
aro Hocking to the fields from tho Atlantic 
States with machinery, provisions, otc., 
for working tho mines. 

San Fhancisco, Nov. 20. — Tho Japan 
is taking in freight for China, and will 
have a full cargo, part of which is flour. 

W. G. Ralston has tolegraphod to Gon. 
McClellan and others, informing them of 
tho nature of the groat diamond fraud, 
and that measures will be taken to forrot 
out and punish the authors,
